BALFOUR W. 
IN THE DEFENCE 
OF EX-VICEROY 


Debate In The British House On 
The Position Of Lord 
Hardinge. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire} 

LONDON, July 18,—Tie house of 
commons tonight declined to inter- 
fere further to force the resignation 
of Baron Hardinge, under secretary 
for foreign affairs, By a vote of 176 
to 81 the house rejected a motion by 
John Dillon to adjourn the house with 
a view to forcing the hands of the 
government to accept tho resignation 
for his connection with the Mesopo- 
tamia campaign. 

Mr. Dillon, in a speech demanding 
the adjournment, castigated Baron 
Hardinge, but after his iodictment of 
the under-secretary, the debate was 
rather languid. 

Arthur J, Balfour, the frreign sec- 
retary, replying to Mr.’ Lillon’s criti- 
cism, staunchly defended Daron Hard- 
inge, contending that although he 
might be attacked for what he had 
done as viceroy of India, it was gross- 
ly unfair and grossly unzenstitutional 
to attack him as under-secretary for 
foreign affairs, 

“While I hold my present office,” 
said Mr. Balfour, “I will not permit 
such a gross act of injustice to one of 
my subordinates, If the house decides 
that because I adhere to that decision 
T ought to resign, nobody will be more 
grateful than myself with that errres- 
sion of opinion.” 

Mr. Balfour further argued that 
Baron Hardinge had only the same 
responsiiblity as other mv. nisters and 
former ministers and asked: “Why 
are these ministers and ex-ministers 
not in the dock?” ;

Federal Govt’s Soldiers’ Re- 
patriation Policy Now 
Completed, 


FOR NATIVES AND 
BRITISH BORN 


Provided That Veterans Will 
Be Maintained Until 
Settled.

MELBOURNE, Australia, July 18, 
(via Reuter’s Ottawa Agency.)—The 
federal government's repatriation pol- 
{cy has veen completed, Soldiers will 
be induced to go on land by capital 
provided by the government. A unl- 
form system for the distribution of 
funds for amelioration of the position 
of returned soldiers will be adopted. 

The scheme is designed to give as- 
sistance to the soldier until he secures 
a pension or is provided for under the 
repatriation scheme, with an allow- 
ance so as to bring his income up -to 
$12 a week for single men, $15.60 a 
week for a man and his wife, $1.20 a 
week extra for each of the first two 
children and sixty cents a week for 
each additional child. 

Hostels and sanataria will be set up 
for disabled soldiers and _ establish- 
ments provided for teaching trades to 
the partially disabled. 

The senate repatriation bill provides 
a maximum grant of five hundred 
pounds to each settler on the land. 
[t is estimated that thirty-two million 
pounds sterling will be required, ex- 
cluding the sum for British soldiers 
who are to equally participate as far 
as finances will permit,

Ancient Egypt Has Nothing On

Midnight Insect Visitation. 


An electrical storm was in the offing 
about midnight last night which may 
mean rain today and then again may 
not. One pecullar.manifestation was 
the invasion of the city by a flying 
army of insects which, for a time, 
made life almost unendurable in news- 
paper offices, police stations, all-night 
cafes and other places not completely 
screened from attack. 

Every electric light attracted my- 
riads of beetles, small and great, little 
fellows that dropped squirming down 
your neck and big “uns with pincers 
which could, and did, give you an un- 
comfortable nip. There were moths of 
all sizes and patterns, some that just 
fluttered and crawled over desks and 
counters and others that did a flippitty 
Gance that wis a maddening display 
of misdirected energy. There were 
moths of the most beautiful hue im- 
aginable. <A large one whose wings 
were resplendent in a lustrous Nile 
green promenaded across The Bulletin 
news desk. Others were of mother-of- 
pearl and of faint gold, with eyes that 
xsleamed like pin-points of glowing 
coal 

There wgre flies of assorted sizes, a 
stray mosquito or so one hundreds of 
unclassified entymologftal specimens 
which would have delighted the pro- 
fessional bug hunter but which made 
reporters, compositors,  telegraphers, 
waiters and others exposed to their 
tender mercies pray for daylight and a 
swatter, 

Every street light was a whirling 
planetery system of gyrating insects 


which were so numerous that they 
gave the effect of a mist. The side- 
‘walks were coyered with crushed 


hedies and pedestrians hac continually 
to brush the nocturnal visitors from 
persons and clothing as they passed 
along. 

The temperature reached a _ top- 
rotch dititude yesterday of 86 degrees, 
equalling the highest record of the 
year. It did not retain that proud 
eminence long. After nightfall heavy 
hanks of clouds loomed up «to the 
north and vivid lichtnings streaked the 
sky.’ But it was far away and no rain 
fell up to three o'clock, . But the tem- 
perature took a decided drop, The 
wind picked tm from the east and the 
mercury went down with a rush,

SENATE VOTES 
DOWN POWER’S 
RESOLUTION 


Declared It An Act Of Partizan- 
ship To Fill Vacancies Before 


Dissolution. 
(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 
OTTAWA, Ont., July 18.—TIn_ the 


senate today Senator Power offered a 
resolution declaring “that the appoint- 
ment of new senators prior to the dis- 
solution of parliament would be an act 
of partizanship derogatory to the pres- 
tige. dignity and independence of the 
senate, and would be a violation of the 
understanding arrived at between the 
two parties in regard to the cessation 
of party strife during the war," 


In supporting his motion, Senator 
Power said that there had been ar 
agreement reached in 1915 between 


the two leaders in the commons for a 
political truce during the war; there 
was to be no general election and no 
contest of by-elections. Under that 
agreement there were now 33 vacan- 
cies in the commons and he held that 
the senate should be dealt with as 
the commons had been. Either va- 
ecancies in the senate should not be 
filled or they should be filled by men 
of the same political faith as those 
who previously held the senatorships. 

Senator Cloran held that.the prime 
minister had. not Jived yp to the spirit 
of the agreement for political truce In 
filling the senate with his followers. 
He stated that provincit! elections in- 
dicated that nine-tenths of the coun- 
try was Liberal and that in the election 
soon to be held the prime minister 
would be rebuked by the electors for 
the attitude he had adopted toward 
senate vacancies. 

Sir James Lougheed said that any 
agreement that there had been be- 
tween Sir Robert Borden and Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier fell to the ground when 
the opposition leader declined to allow 
the filling of two commons vacancies 
without contest. This refusal came 
soon after the agreement had been 
reached, Sir James denied that the 
Liberals had kept the party truce, 
They had shown no such political self- 
denial as had the government, which 
could’ have brought on bye-elections in 
ill vacant commons ridings with ex- 
pectations of success, The government 
desired to bring on a general election, 
but did not do so because requested 
by the Liberals to abstain. Through- 
out the war the Liberals had never 
let up in their attacks on the govern- 
ment. 

The resolution was declared lost on 
division.

Union Scale Established For Red 
Deer Valley District—Work

F, Harrison, who ts assisting Com- 
missioner Armstrong in the work of 
administering the management of the 
coal mine operations of the district, 
Mr. Harrison was in Drumheller all 
day yesterday and since then the re- 
port is out that he had effected an 
entire settlement on the only basis 
possible, the establishment of the 
same union scale in all respects in the 
Red Deer Valley mines, This means 
that the men who are working in the 
lignite fields have become embraced 
in the unions and that hereafter all 
dealings with the men of the Western 
Association area will also affect the 
mines of the Red Deer Valley As: 
sociation as well, 

The men went back to work in 
these properties this morning, Nv 
word has yet been received from the 
Pocohontus Camp, west of Edmonton, 
which has also been on strike, as to 
whether the men there have returned 
to work or not.

MOSCOW, July 18.—The local coun- 
cll of the workmen's and soldiers’ dele- 
gates, after discussion of the disturb- 
ances in Petrograd by a vote of 442 to 
242 decided not to allow street demon- 
strations in Moscow, The Maximalists 
who desired armed demonstrations in 
the city protested that the council was 
placing obstacles in the way of their 
participation in current political life 
and quit’the hall. 
People Unfriendly 

PETROGRAD, July 18.—Premier 
Lvoff today sent the following tele- 
gram to all provisional government 
commissaries: 

“In reply to your inquiry, the minis- 
ter of the interior informs you that 
the reports regarding the arrests of 
members of the provisional govern- 
ment are false. As to the appeals to 
overthrow the government by force of 
arms and to transfer all powers to the 
soldiers and workmen, these appeals 
had the character of irresponsible 
acts on the part of men in extreme 
minority and were received in an un- 
friendly manner by the people. 

“At the same time the government, 
in full agreement with the soldiers, 
workmen's and peasants’ delegates and 
the Duma is taking measures to avert 
the occurrence of incidents which 
might be inimical to the state. The 
events of yesterday and today have 
for the time being interrupted the 
negotiations which are in progress 
for the completion of the cabinet, but 
as soon as the disorders are at an end 
the negotiations will be resumed with 
a view to forming a cabinet in which 
representatives of the various political 
views will find a place as in the pre-

GIRL MISSING; WAS

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FRENCH ADOPT 
GRADUATED 
INCOME TAX 


Chamber Of Deputies Passes 
Measure By Vote Of 
442 To 1. 


(By Morning Bulletin Leased Wire) 

PARIS, July 18.—The chamber 
deputies today passed the graduated 
income tax which has oaca under dis- 
cussion since 1907, when it was intro- 
duced by Joseph Caillaux, mintfster of 
finance in the Clemenceau cabinet. 
The vote was 442 to 1. 

The obligatory declaration of profits 
and earnings, subject » verification 
by the fiscal uuthorities, which was 
the feature of the bill most debated, 
has been eliminated from the measure 
as passed, which makes such declara- 
tion optional. 

Wages, agricultural earnings, sal- 
aries and pensions are taxea three and 
three-quarters per cent, by this meas- 
ure; commercial and manufacturing 
profits four and one-quarter per cent.; 
from revenue of investment, five per

“The emperor doubtless thought,” 
added M, Cambon, “that by sacrificing 
Chancellor von Bethmann Hollweg he 
would make easier the task of the 
peace negoliations, but whatever hap- 
pens Germany will make its war chan- 
cellor a scapegoat for its own faults 
and its own crimes.” 

“Herr Michaelis,” M. 
Cambon, “seems to be of the Aype of 
disciplined, brutal, Prussian function- 
ary, a Liberal so long as he is not in 
power, but Conservative and reaction- 
ary as soon as he is charged with pub- 
lic functions, He will doubtless try, 
according to the method familiar to 
the Germans, to practice contradictory 
policies, supporting von Hindenburg 
and von Ludendorfft and the military 
party energetically on the one hand, 
and trying on the other to flatter the 
Socialists and pacifist elements in 
Germany and her allied countries, The

BRITISH MOTORS |

Political Upset in Petrograd Not 
Important — Lvoff in

Washington, July 18.—British§ ar-

Forty-seven years ag>. today WNa- 
poleon III. of France declared war on 
Prussia, The pretext for this war was 
the candidacy of a Hohenzollern 
prince for the throne of Spain, but the 
candidacy was withdrawn on July 12. 
War was precipitated by the editing 
of the famous telegram from Ems, by 
Bismarck, The real cause, however, 
was the rivalry between France and 
Prussia for the dominant position on 
the continent, with whic was bound 
up the German desire for unity and 
the unwillingness of Napcleon to see 
this great ppwer grow up at his 
frontiers, At that time the whole 
world condemned France for plunging 
the world {nto war, as it condemns 
Germany for the very much bloodler 
conflict of the present timt. The war 
which followed lasted about seven 
months, saw a provisional government 
which heroically defended Paris in a 
long siege and raised enormous volun- 
teer armies to relieve the capital, and 
the final surrender of France after 
Paris had capitulated and the un- 
trained armies of the south had been 
beaten, France lost Alsaac and Lor- 
raine and paid $1,000,000,000 war in- 
demnity. With all the striking paral- 
lels between 1870 and 1914, there are, 
from a miliiary standp»int, two re- 
markable contrasts. One was the 
speed of mobilization. in 1870 both 
sides began to mobilize on July 15, but 
it was elghteen days later, Aucust 2, 
before the first skirmishing took place 
at Saarbruecken, and not until Aug- 
ust 6 that the first pitched battle was 
fought between the two armies, The 
mobilization in the present war be- 
gan about the last day of July, 1914. 
The first general engagement took 
Place between the 15th and 20th of 
August, but this delay was due to the 
fact that the Germans were marching 
through Belgium, and the French had 
wasted much of their martial strength 
in the Alsatian adventure, The at- 
tacks on Liege on August 6th, less 
than a week after mobilization began, 
were an engagement of greater mag- 
nitude than that of Weissenburg, 
fought August 4; 1870, after each side 
had had more than three weeks to get 
ready. The other difference lies in 
the fact that while in eash case Ger- 
many beat France at the start, in 1870 
her victories were decisive. MacMa- 
hon's army was so badly beaten at 
Woerth on August 6, that it had to 
retire to Chalons, and did not recov- 
er for two or three weeks, Meanwhile. 
the other great French army, that of 
Bazaine, had been outflanked, head- 
ed off at Mars-La-Tour and Grave- 
lotte, and fiaaliy driven back into 
Motz and shut up, Then MacMahon 
Was attacked and annih'lated at Se- 
dan, The French defeats at Charle- 
roi and in Luxembourg and the Brit- 
ish defeat at Mons in August, 1914, 
were not as severe as that of Woerth, 
in the first place, and Joffre kept his 
troops in hand. Instead of being out- 
flanked or headed off, he held his 
armies together, and finally stopped 
the Germans on the Marne. 


Bees Attack a Travelliny Family. 

On the 19th of July, 1820, occurred 
one of the msot formidable attacks by 
bees on human beings that has ever 
been heard of. A merchant by the 
name of Eulert, of Berlin, was tra- 
velling with his wife in @ private car- 
riage, driven by a coachman. While 
passing along the high road near 
Sohmogelsdorf a swarm of bees, or 
rather a collection of swarms, attack- 
ed the horses, the carriage and its 
occupants, They covered everything 
but seemed.to center their attack up- 
on the human beings. The horses 
were literally stung to death. The 
coachman lost his hat and his head 
waa so terribly stung that he became 
unconscious, Mrs, Eulert, as soon as 
she saw the bees, covered her facs 
with her hood, ran to u neighboring 
field and threw herself into the tail 
grass, face downward. Ler husband 
had alighted and shouted for help, In 
opening his mouth he gave the bees 
an opportunity for further damage 
Peasants standing near by were tou 
frightened to kelp, Rulert ran for 
help and finally, after much urging 
found some laborers who consented 
to help, They gathered straw and 
hay for burning and approached the 
spot gingerly, After much difficulty, 
the bees were driven off by the smoke. 
One of the horses died almost imme- 
diately. The other jiived until the next 
day. The coachman remained uncon 
scious for forty-eight hours, The 
merchant and bis wife both suffere 
severely, No reason was known for 
the attack, except that in some way 
the bees must have been offended by 
the sight of the travellers, There were 
moreover, 2,000 bee hives in the vicin- 
ity and it appears that all the bees 
from all the hives took part in the at- 
tack, 


ROUMANIAN CROPS 
WILL GO TO ENEMY 


Paris, July 18—The United States 
army intelligence department an- 
nounces that the Roumanian crops are 
the best ever, and thmt 90 to 95 per 
cent will be exported to Germany. 
With the exception of potatoes and 
fruit, all the German crops are re- 
ported to be good, The German fruit 
crop is small, and it is believed the 
potato crop will be the poorest since 
the beginning of the war,

Montreal Grain Interests Tell The 
Grain Commissioners Their 
Trouble. 


Montreal, July 18—Local millers 
mombers of the Montreal Corn Ex- 
change, and the representatives of the 
Trades and Labor Council, conferred 
with the Dominion grain commission 
this morning on war measures for the 
handling of Canadian grain, particu- 
larly wheat. The millers’ representa- 
tives, A. R, Labelle, W. A. Clark, and 
W. W. Hutchins, contended that there 
must be either trading in options of 
fixed prices; it would give the miller 
protection in financing and In selling 
If the trading in options were con- 
tinued, speculation shoutd be restrain- 
ed to recognized grain dealers and n» 
business should be taken from suc} 
speculators as young men and women 
clerks, as it was reported had been 
done in Winnipeg Grain Exchange, If 
there were to be fixed prices’ there 
should be either a flat price for each 
grade or maximum and minimum 
price for each grade, the same price 
to prevail by agreement both in the 
United States and Canada. If the max- 
imum and minimum system were 
adopted there should not be more 
than five cents a bushel difference be 
tween the two. 

Make It $1.75 a Bushel. 

Mr. Black suggested that a fair 
maximum for No, 1 Northern would 
be $1.75 a bushel, Chicago, Minneapo- 
lis, Duluth and Winnipeg. Members of 
the Montreal corn exchange , repre- 
sented by Joseph Quinlan, said tha’ 
they would prefer to buy thelr course 
grains in the open market in Winni- 
peg if cars could be guaranteed, but 
if the commission wishéd all buying 
to be made through a bureau appoint- 
ed by itself, the corn exchange meme 
bers would work harmoniously with 
the commission, the vommission to 
guarantee cartage. Trading in options 
Was most desirable, but should be re- 
stricted to bona fide grain merchants, 
farmers to be allowed to sell in op- 
tion market only their own crops. 

T. J. Foster, who appeared for the 
Montreal Trades and Labor Council, 
while acknowledging that the war was 
partly responsible for the increase in 
prices, said the increase of bread in 
Montreal had advanced beyond all 
reason Though one loaf sold at 12 
cents per pound-and-a-half loaf, and 
another at 12 cents a pound they were 
really made from the same dough 
The price of bread had advanced 
seventy per cent. and bread was dearer 
here where the wheat was grown, than 
in Kurope, 

Mr, Foster said peculiarly enough 
bread dropped a cent a loaf the day 
after the commission met here, In St. 
Hyacinthe the introduction of a co- 
operative bakery had reduced the 
rrice per loaf 2 centa.

The firing of Rome, capital of the 
ancient world, in the reign of Nero, 
Is placed on the 19th of July, It was 
on this day also that the city was sack- 
ed by the Senonian Gauls..

FARMERS ARE BUSY BREAKING, - 
|} STARTING TO MAKE THEIR HAY; * 


BARLEY HARVEST IN TWO WEEKS 


Reports From Bulletin’s Correspondents And District Exchanges 
Give Comprehensive Review Of Crop Conditions Throughout 
Territory Tributary To Edmonton—Shipments Of 
Hogs In Fall May Be Short. 


The crop reports received by mail 
from the Bulletin’s own local district 
correspondents tell a tale of general 
prosperity doming ever nearer as the 
Wheat, oats and barley are headed 
out at a height of three feet and bar- 
ley harvest will start in two weeks. 
Potatoes are in bloom and the hay- 
makers have started to make hay be- 
tween the summer showers that have 
favored the greater part of the large 
territory tributary to Edmonton for 
many miles round about. 

One or two mention damage 
though slight by cut worms and hall. 
As yet therefore the great bulk of the 
crop is steadily developing for a har- 
vest maturity that some say will after 
all be earlier than usual, 

The northland correspondents give 
@ particularly glowing account of 
Prospects in the Peace River coun- 
try for 1917. 

In most districts the breaking up 
of new land is continuing in prepara- 
tion for a still larger crop in 1918. 

Referance is made to the fine feed 
for cattle in the Vermilion district but 
at Westlock a shortage in hog ship- 
ments is predicted owing to so many 
losing the early litters of pigs. 

The following crop reports are from 
the regular correspondents of the Bul- 
letin in the districts round about the 
city 

At Cardiff, to the north of the city, 
Weather conditions are ideal and all 
crops are making a very rapid growth, 
Hay will be plentiful and garden truck 
is looking first rate, 

At Belvedere, to the N.W. of the 
city, graeses and cereals are growing 
luxuriantly with just about the right 
amount of moisture and heat to make 
fast growth. Timothy, brome and al- 
falfa with the wild grasses are much 
ahead of last season, due to the extra 
amount of rain which has fallen up 
to this date, After the heat of the 
day comes a storm to generously bless 
the grain and as the storm clouds 
roll by the setting sun breaks out til) 
sll nature smiles and sings of the 
coming happy harvest. 

At Sion, to the N.W. of city, the 
rains and thunder storms of the past 
two weeks have so improved vegeta- 
tion that the crops appear to.be as 
forward at this time as any year pre- 
vious and everything promises for a 
bountiful crop. The weather is magni- 
ficent. 

Shortage of Fall Hogs. 

At Westlock, to N.W. of city, the 
crope are now getting plenty of rain- 
fall and warm sun shine with the re- 
sult that everything is coming on fine. 
One can almost see things grow. 
Hay will be a good yield. Garden 
crops are coming fast now. The cut 
Worm is doing some harm, Stock are 
looking and doing good. ‘There will 
be a shortage in hogs for the fall 
shipments owing to so many losing 
early litters of pigs. 

At Glenreagh, to the N.W..of city, 
the crops are looking fine, although 
@ g00d rain will soon be needed on the 
higher land. Prospects are good for 

@ bumper potato crop. Wheat is head- 
the out and also early barley. 

At Fort Assiniboine, to the N.W. of 
the city, and in the vicinity to the 
north and west, the grain fields are 
a beautiful sight. The frequent show- 
ers withthe hot days are doing won- 
ders. One can almost see the grain 
growing. 

At High Prairie, to N.W. of city, 
showers every three or four days fol- 
lowed by bright warm weather put 
crops in.eplendid condition. 

At Donnelly, to the N.W. of city. 
the crops are looking very, very nice, 
some barley will be ready to cut in a 
couple of weeks; potatoes and also 
veasregiee are doing fine. In one 
word e@ crop announces to be the 
richest ever had since the foundation 
of the settlement. 

Will Make Record Yield. 

At Bezanson, on Smoky river at 
eastern edge of Grande Prairie, wheat 
is 30 inches high and well headed 
out, the stand is heavy and free from 
weeds, The outlook is for the largest 
yield over the district in the history 
of this part of the Peace River coun- 
try. Oats and barley are well ad- 
vanced and with favorable weather 
will be ready to harvest by August 
20th. These two cereals will make a 
yield record second to none in Alberta. 
The acreage of flax is larger for this 
district and crop prospects could not 
be better. Owing to the heavy rain- 
fall of May and June, hay abounds. 
The season has been ideal for timo- 
thy and a yield of two tons per acre 
is expected, New ground for 1918 
crop is being broken to the extent of 
40 per cent of this year’s area. 

A Grande Prairie, to the N.W. of 
the city, ideal crop conditions continue 
to prevail through the enttre country. 
There is plenty of moisture in the soil 
supplemented by occasional showers, 
and 15 to 20 hours sunshine dally.

Sir Robert Borden is to issue an 
appeal to the public to co-operate 
with the Government, and large 
industrial corporations in helping 
to gather the harvest. That is 
an appeal which will, and should, 
meet with general and hearty 
response. To have urged the 
farmer to sow and then to fail to 
give him the help he needs to 
gather the crops would+be both 
national folly and criminal waste.

The movement originating in 
the National Service League on 
behalf of soldiers’ dependents who 
do not receive aid from the Patrio 
tic Fund is deserving of public ap- 
proval and _ help.

The Government’s proposal that 
the members of Parliament should 
again re-elect themselves for an- 
other year was approved by a 
majority of twenty of the mem- 
bers. In introducing the resolu- 
tion Sir Robert Borden said he 
would not ask the Imperial Parlia- 
ment to make the necessary 
amendment to the constitution if 
there was serious objection to it. 
With only twenty more members 
in favor of further disfranchising 
the public than those who demand 
that the electoral rights be res- 
pected, it seems fairly improbable 
that the Imperial Parliament 
would further suspend the con- 
stitution if it were asked. In 
consequence, the Government can- 
not longer deny the public the 
chance of passing judgment on the 
conduct of affairs. 


Among the means tiey consider 


ruptey the council propose that a 
special tax be levied to provide a 
reserve fund which would stand 
as a guarantee for the payment of 
loans made against tax arrears, in 
the event that the arrears cannot 
be collected in time to pay the 
loans. Obviously this tax would 
have to come out of the pocket of 
the man who pays his taxes. On 
the face of it the proposal will not 
look good to him that he should 
have to supply both the eash to 
keep the civie machinery going 
and money to pay the loans secur- 
ed against arrears on _ other 
people’s property. But the diffi- 
culty is to find how the end can 
be accomplished by less objection- 
able means. The recent tax sale 
did not bring in much money. It 
brought far more evidence that it 
is impossible to collect any large 
proportion of the arrears of taxes 
while the Moratorium Act stands 
as at present. The question of 
how we are going to pay the loans 
already obtained against arrears 
is thereby thrust into the fore- 
ground, And it may be supposed 
that our chance of borrowing any 
more is not good unless we have 
something more to offer as secur- 
ity than arrears which cannot be 
collected until some indefinite 
time in the future. One obvious 
necessity is to get the Moratorium 
Act amended, so that only pro- 
perty of soldiers on active _ser- 
vice shall be exempt from sale. 
And even with that change the re- 
sults of the recent sale do not iE 
cate any rosy prospect that under 
present conditions we would be 
able to realize enough of the out- 
standing five miHions of arrears 
to meet the obligations. Could 
not the proposed extra levy be 
handled as a loan from the tax- 
payer, to be credited back to him 
when the arrears are collected 
some time in the future and the 
loans paid off?

Could you tell me if Ll can garnishee 
wages of man who Is working steadily 
for city since the war started, for a 
debt he made before the war started, 
If so, where could’! obtain garnishee, 
at what cost and who will have to pay 
for the same.

The excess of the debtor's wages, 
over $25,00, can be garnisheed, and it 
will be necessary for you to consult a 
solicitor. If the debt is less than 
$100 the cost will be approximately 
10 per cent, of the amount claimed, 
Plus about $2.00 but not less than 
$5.00 in any case. The percentage and 
disbursements can also be recovered 
by the same garnishee,

i An Issue of Fact. 


The Conscription Bill received 
its second reading at 5.00 o'clock 
on Friday morning, July 6th, 
after a svene in which the Prime 
Minister refused consideration of 
the claims of the soldicrs’ depen- 
dents as causing undue delay in 
bringing the measure into force. 
On Friday afternoon, when the 
Bill came up for consideration in 
committee of the whole, the 
Prime Minister took occasion to 
introduce a _ dispute between 
himself and the late minister of 
militia as to which of them was 
responsible for the slackening of 
recruiting in the early summer of 
1516, which occupied most of the 
afternoon. On a previous occa- 
sion, the ex-minister had asserted 
that he had been instructed by the 
Premier to ‘‘let up on recruiting.”’ 
The Premier read lengthily from 
correspondence and from Han- 
sard. The.sum of his remarks 
was to the effect that the state- 
nent, made by the ex-minister of 
inilitia was incorrect, 


Sir Sam Hughes replied at some 


length. Hansard reports the 
material part of his remarks, as 
follows: 

“T was called up to the Prime 


Minister's office, and I met there the 
Prime Minister, with the Minister of 
Labor and Mr. McDougall. Mr, Mc- 
Dougall told us that we should not 
recruit in his locality, because he 
wanted the men in the mines or in- 
dustries—I do not know which.” 
Mr. A, L. MacLean: ‘‘Coal 
mines and iron and steel indus- 
tries.’’ 

“The Primo Minister and the Min- 
ister of Labor will remember the 
ground I took, namely, that we had 
no authority to interfere with their 
employees any more than we had 
authority to interfere with farm 
hands who desired to go to the front. 
All that we agreed to do was not to 
let the recruiting officers concen- 
trate on any one industry. This 
agitation continued, and there was 
a good deal of hysteria throughout 
the country, but I will pass over the 
details until the day when*the Prime 
Minister used the expression “let up 
on recruiting.” 

When the Prime Minister, in the 
presence of McDougall, asked me, 
not in an ordering way, but in a 
kindly manner, about letting up on 
recruiting, I suggested that the only 
thing I could do would be to direct 
that the energies of our recruiting 
officers should not be centred too 
much on this particular work, and 
he said that that would be satisfac- 
tory to him. “If it is at all pos- 
sible,” he said—I remember his 
words distinctly—‘I should like you 
to let up for the time being on re- 
cruiting as far as possible.” 


The gist of the Premier’s reply 
is as follows: 


Sir Robert Borden: “I really must 
state in the most specific terms that 
I did not at any time direct my hon. 
friend (Sir Sam Hughes)’ or im- 
press upon him, to slow up on re- 
cruiting.” 


And there you are! 

Where there is a square contra- 
diction between two parties on a 
question of fact, it is usual to look 
for corroborative evidence. One 
point is that Sir Sam Hughes had 
stated: 


“From time to time we had gen- 
tlemen interested in various or- 
ganizations coming to the depart- 
ment and complaining that our re- 
cruiting officers were taking away 
their employees,” 


This statement was not denied 
by the Premier and so may fairly 
be presumed to be true. It is 
thus established that friends of 
the Government interested in pro- 
ductive—and it is to be presumed 
profitable—industries did press 
objections to recruiting effort 
amongst their employees. As to 
the strength and persistence of 
their protests, General Hughes 
says: 

“T say frankly that this matter of 
letting up on recruiting was a per- 


fect torment to me every day of my 
life.” 


A second point is that about the 
date given by General Hughes, re- 
cruiting results fell off about one- 
half, and have remained at about 
the same figure ever since, 

A third point is brought out in 
the speech of F.W. Carroll, M.P. 
for Sidney, Cape Breton. Mr. 
Carroll said: 


“As a matter of fact, recruiting 
was stopped in some portions of 
this country—and I am Not finding 
fault with the Government for hav- 
ing taken that course. Public re- 
cruiting meetings were forbidden in 
my native town and in the mining 
districts over a year ago, When re- 
cruiting for the 185th Battalion, we 
were never allowed to hold recruit- 
ing meetings in the mining districts; 
I daresay for good and sufficient 
reasons,” 


Sir George Foster: ‘‘ Hear hear,’’ 

The ‘‘hear, hear’’ of Sir. Geo. 
Foster puts the seal of official ap- 
proval on Mr, Carroll’s statement 
that recruiting was stopped so 
far as holding meetings in the 
mining districts was concerned, 

While the public are naturally 
inclined to take the word of the 
Prime Minister against that of the 


ex-minister of militia, it must be |, 


admitted that the corroborative 
evidence strongly supports the 
ex-minister of militia. It will be 
noted that the demand made by 
McDougall related to recruiting 
in Sidney, Cape Breton, and it was 
in the neighborhood of the mining 
districts of that county that re- 
cruiting meetings were specially 
forbidden, 

A question of the veracity of the 
ex-minister of militia is not now 
of first-class public importance.

From Hansard report of speech by 
Mr. George Boivin, M.P. for Shefford, 
Quebec, delivered in House of Com- 
mons, June 29th, 1917: 


Referring to the electors of Shef- 
ford county, I used the expression: 
“The electors whom I once represent- 
ed here,” because, Sir, when a majori- 
ty of them gave me their votes and 
their confidence on September 21, 
1911, they elected me as their repre- 
sentative for a term of five years—no 
more—and I feel that since the month 
of September, 1916, when another 
general election* should have been 
held, I have no longer the same right 
and the same authority to express 
their views and voice their sentiments 
and opinions. I may be asked why I 
tacitly consented to a renewal of my 
mandate by an amendment to the 
Canadian constitution made by the 
Imperial Parliament at the unanimous 
request of both Houses of the Parlia- 
ment of Canada. If so, I will prompt- 
ly answer that when the petition ask- 
ing for an extension of the present 
Parliament was unanimously approv- 
ed by both parties in this House, I, 
like many other hon. members on this 
side, was under the impression that 
the war policy of the Government had 
been clearly defined and would be 
faichfully carried out. Its policy, as 
I then understood it, was to send to

ed that true democracy means, in ad- 
dition to the respect of minorities, the 
government of the people by their 
freely elected representatives. As 
the hon. member for South Renfrew 
(Mr, Graham) stated the other day, 
they are a logical people. I take his 
woru for the fact that they are more 
logical than he is himself. They can- 
‘ot understand how in the name of 
‘emocracy they can be forced, with-

The population of loyal Ontario—I 
use the word loyal in its true sense, 
because its sons have enlisted numer- 
ously and nobly in the cause of the 
Empire of which they form a part, 
and I say here, all honor to them for 
it—is larger than that of the province 
of Quebec and its voting power is pro- 
portionately much greater, owing to 
the fact that its number of children 
is much less.
